Wednesday’s presidential debate was 
a tale of four candidates: the two men 
who stood on the stage for 90 minutes 
and the two rivals Americans have seen 
for months on the campaign trail and 
in television commercials. There was 
no comparison. 

Start with President Barack Obama, 
who may have lost Wednesday’s debate 
in as lopsided a manner as any incum- 
bent in recent times. Other incumbents 


have stumbled in their first re-election 
campaign debates. Ronald Reagan in 
1984 and George W. Bush in 2004 come 
to mind. Both had bad moments that 
cost them the debate. 

Obama didn’t lose because he had a 
few bad moments. Mitt Romney dictat- 
ed both the tone and the tempo of the 
evening, at times acting as candidate 
and moderator. Obama lacked energy 
stylistically, and he lacked crispness 
substantively. He sounded like he does 
in his press conferences, often giving

longer answers than necessary. 

This wasn’t the Obama seen in 
Obama campaign commercials or in 
the daily scrum with Romney’s cam- 
paign. His performance left Democrats 
wondering what happened. 

Romney, too, seemed disconnect- 
ed from the candidate Americans 
have seen over the past year. On the 
campaign trail, he is awkward. He is 
corny and wonky. Only in debates did 
he shine during the primaries, and on 
Wednesday night, he was back on com- 


fortable ground. 

Romney did what he wasn’t fully 
able to do at his convention: make the 
debate as much about Obama’s record 
as possible while giving viewers a bet- 
ter sense of what he would do as presi- 
dent to get the economy moving. 

But who was the Romney Americans 
saw on Wednesday night? Not the can- 
didate who lurched to the right to win 
the nomination, nor the nominee of a 
Republican Party that is more conser- 
vative than it was when conservative 
icon Reagan was president. This was 
moderate Mitt from Massachusetts, 
the turnaround artist with a plan to 
fix the economy. 

In a few days, it will become clear 
whether or how much Wednesday’s 
debate changed things. But for now, 
Romney far exceeded expectations, and 
for now, that has made this a different

Study Touts Effects 
Of Free Birth Control 


Doctors: Sharp drop 
seen in abortions, 
teenage pregnancies 

Washington 

Free birth control led to dramati- 
cally lower rates of abortions and 
teen births, a large study conclud- 
ed Thursday, offering strong evi- 
dence for how a bitterly contested 
Obama administration policy could 
benefit women’s health. 

The project tracked more than 
9,000 women in St. Louis, many of 
them poor or uninsured. They were 
given their choice of a range of con- 
traceptive methods at no cost, from 
birth control pills to the lUD. 

When price wasn’t an issue, 
women flocked to the most effec- 
tive contraceptives — the implanted 
options. These women experienced 
far fewer unintended pregnancies 
as a result. Dr. Jeffrey Peipert said 
in a study published Thursday. 

The effect on teen pregnancy 
was striking: There were 6.3 births

Com- 
pare that to a national rate of 34 
births per 1,000 teens in 2010. 

There also were substantial- 
ly lower rates of abortion: 4.4 to 
7.5 abortions per 1,000 women in 
the study, Peipert calculated. The 
national rate is almost 20 abor- 
tions per 1,000 women. 

The findings come as millions 
of U.S. women are gaining access 
to contraception without copays 
under President Barack Obama’s

Turkey sanctioned further military 
action against Syria on Thursday 
and bombarded targets across the 
border with artillery for a second 
day, raising the stakes in a conflict 
that increasingly is bleeding out- 
side Syrian territory. 

Though both sides moved to calm 
tensions, Turkey’s parliament over- 
whelmingly approved a bill allowing 
the military to conduct cross-bor- 
der operations into Syria — mak- 
ing clear that Ankara, its capital, has 
military options that do not involve 
its Western or Arab allies. 

It was the most dramatic escala- 
tion in tensions between the coun- 
tries, which were close allies before 
the revolt against Syrian President 
Bashar Assad began in March 2011. 
Over the past 18 months, however, 
Turkey has become one of the stron- 
gest critics of the Syrian regime, 
accusing it of savagery and massa- 
cres against the opposition. 


The rebels who are trying to 
oust Assad have used Turkey as 
their base, enraging a regime that 
accuses foreign countries of foment- 
ing the unrest inside Syria. 

The spark for the latest hostility 
was a mortar shell fired from Syria 
that slammed into a house in the 
Turkish border village of Akcakale 
on Wednesday, killing two women 
and three children.

India’s Power Thieves 
Dim Economic Progress 


Modinagar, India 

It is no fun being an honest inspec- 
tor for a state electricity board in 
India. 

Across the country, consumers 
steal electricity on a massive scale, 
hooking onto power lines illegally 
or bypassing meters. Vote-hungry 
politicians protect the thieves, mak- 
ing any attempt to catch and punish 
culprits a dangerous game. 

“There is a lot of political inter- 
ference,” inspector Ved Prakash 
Agrawal said during a raid on the 
outskirts of the town of Modina- 
gar. “The local politicians say, T 
will have you killed, I will have you 
suspended, I will have you trans- 
ferred.’ They complain to our high- 
er-ups. It is very difficult.” 

Roughly a quarter of all power 
generated in India is either stolen 
or lost in transmission. Still more is 
given to farmers; the rest is sold to 
consumers for a loss, pushing state 
electricity companies toward bank- 
ruptcy, resulting in daily blackouts 
and undermining India’s econom- 
ic prospects. 


Backstory 

India's state electricity compa- 
nies have run up losses of $46 bil- 
lion. As a result, the companies have 
little money to invest in equipment 
or pay salaries. Last week, India’s 
cabinet approved a debt-restruc- 
turing deal for the state electricity 
boards, relief based on whether they 
improve their performance and do 
more to stem losses, (twp) 


The power problem, analysts 
say, symbolizes the way Indian 
democracy often fails to meet its 
voters’ most basic aspirations. And 
the Confederation of Indian Indus- 
try says the power situation is the 
main obstacle to attracting invest- 
ment into Uttar Pradesh state and is 
contributing to an exodus of skilled, 
ambitious young people. 

Yet across India, the picture is 
not uniformly bleak. A few states, 
and the capital of Delhi, have 
seen success in reforming their 
power sectors in the past decade.

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Reeking Havoc 

As a fitness reporter, I often get stinky on the job. 
And sometimes I have to hit the Metro before I 
hit the showers. Ideally, I can find an empty spot 
to stand in, but there have definitely been times 
when I’ve been smushed into a railcar and had 
to grab a high railing, which requires unleashing 
an armpit on the world. 


I sincerely apologize for these odor 
offenses, but at least I’m not car- 
cinogenic. The same can’t be said 
for folks who light up on Metro’s 
train platforms and escalators and 
at bus shelters. Fed up with having 
to breathe in secondhand smoke, 
rider Jamie Berke just launched an 


online petition at Change.org ask- 
ing WMATA to enforce its system- 
wide no-smoking policy. 

Berke’s smoke allergy flares up 
every time she has to make her way 
through a nicotine cloud to get to 
her train. She said complaining to 
Metro hasn’t done her any good, and 


she suspects smokers will continue 
to puff away on escalators because 
of where the ashtrays are located. 
When you see one filled with butts 
just before the faregates, it’s easy 
to assume that’s where you’re sup- 
posed to take your 
final drag. 

Smokefree DC, 
which helped Berke 
put together the 
petition, said it has 
alerted WMATA 
about the problems 
for years. At a 2006 
meeting, co-founder 
Angela Bradbery said she was told 
that “No Smoking” signs would go 
up soon. Six years later, zilch — and 
she doesn’t see any indications that 
will be changing. 

“Once I even saw a Metro 
employee smoking on the escala- 
tor as I was huffing and puffing 
behind her,” Bradbery says. “Obvi- 
ously, they have other big issues to 
address, but this is a health and 
safety issue, too.” 

And it could be addressed sim- 
ply by adding a few signs and sub- 
tracting a few ashtrays. 

Contrast that with the more 
mysterious aromas riders regularly 
encounter. On Twitter on Wednes- 
day, @ArminRosen put it like this: 
“Foggy Bottom right now is what 
the first few hours of Chernobyl 
must have smelled like.” 

The blog Unsuck DC Metro has 
been on the case for months, try- 
ing to determine whether organ- 
ic brake pads are the source of the 
smell or whether there’s anoth- 
er culprit. 

All I know is that it can’t possi- 
bly be me. I haven’t been at Foggy 
Bottom at all this week.

42 establishments 
are allowed to serve 
aleohol until 4 a.m. 

Washington 

If you ever wanted to dance or 
drink until the sun rises, this may 
be the weekend to check out a bar 
or restaurant in the District. 

The D.C. Alcoholic Beverage 
Regulation Administration has 
granted 42 bars and restaurants 
permission to remain open round- 
the-clock on Monday, Columbus 
Day, and serve alcohol until 4 a.m., 
the first test of a new city policy 
permitting extended alcohol sales 
before holidays. 


As part of the District’s fiscal 
2013 budget that took effect Oct. 
1, D.C. Mayor Vincent Gray and the 
D.C. Council agreed to permit more 
late-night partying on the nights 
before official federal and District 
holidays. The change, a priority of 
Gray’s, was designed to raise an 
additional $3 million in revenue 
from alcohol sales. 

But before bars and restaurants 
can take advantage of the extended 
hours, they had to register with the 
alcohol board and submit details 
about how they planned to control 
potential crowds and noise. 

Fred R Moosally, director of 
ABRA, said his agency received 
57 applications for extended hours 
for the night before Columbus Day,

Veterans Day, Thanksgiving and 
Christmas. 

Of those, 42 have been granted 
permission to serve alcohol until 
4 a.m. and operate 24 hours into 
the holiday. 


The list of establishments that 
are allowed to serve alcohol until 
4 a.m., two hours later than the cur- 
rent 2 a.m. closing time, from Sun- 
day into Monday, includes several of 
the largest clubs in the city. The U 
Street Music Hall, Ultrabar, Cobalt, 
Cafe Asia, I8th Street Lounge, Lima 
Restaurant and Lounge, Opera 
Ultra Lounge and even Dangerous- 
ly Delicious Pies DC have all been 
granted approval to serve alcohol 
until 4 a.m. Monday and on sub- 
sequent holidays through the end 
of the year. 

But it was unclear Thursday 
whether all the establishments 
that have been granted permission 
plan to keep their doors open later.

Ex-Environmental Head 
Claims Wrongful Firing 


Washington 

The D.C. government’s former envi- 
ronmental director said he was 
wrongly fired by Mayor Vincent 
Gray, a Democrat, for voicing con- 
cern over an effort to delay a tun- 
nel project designed to stop mas- 
sive amounts of wastewater from 
washing into the city’s polluted 
rivers and creeks. 

In a federal whistleblower com- 
plaint filed at the U.S. Occupational 
Safety and Health Administration 
last week, Christophe Tulou said 
his firing in August was in retali- 
ation for expressing concern to the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
about a proposal to delay a por- 
tion of the tunnel for eight years 
while the city used an experimen- 


tal “green” project to soak up storm 
water. He told the EPA there was 
reason to doubt the experiment, 
which the mayor supports, would 
work as well as the pipes called for 
in the original plan. 

Tulou, who led the D.C. Depart- 
ment on the Environment, said 
he and his staff were worried that 
if the experiment failed, the city 
would fall short of its obligation to 
clean Rock Creek and the Potomac 
and Anacostia rivers as required by 
a 2005 consent decree under the 
Clean Water Act. The giant tunnel 
project is part of a wider multibil- 
lion-dollar effort to comply with 
the decree.

Ryan Zimmerman was 20 years old when he stepped to the plate for the first time at 
RFK Stadium on Sept. 2, 2005. In the top of the fifth inning against Philadelphia starter Vicente 
Padilla, Zimmerman — the first draft pick of the latest incarnation of the Nationals — laced a 
double to deep center field. It was his second career at bat, and he was hitting .500. When the 
inning ended, he was stranded at second base. The Phillies went on to beat the Nationals 7-1. 
And for the next six years, things were much the same for Zimmerman and the Nationals: 

He almost always delivered, but the team around him just couldn’t put it together. 


By the start of the 2006 sea- 
son, Zimmerman had assumed 
the starting third base job and was 
being touted as the face of the fledg- 
ling franchise in a town desperate- 
ly short on star power. He played 
a kazoo in commercials for a local 
Mercedes dealership and starred 
opposite the Geico caveman in 
other spots. He wasn’t exactly a 
natural in front of the camera. But 
on the field, he was. 

On Father’s Day 2006, he hit a 
walk-off two-run home run to beat 
the Yankees. In 2007, he hit a walk- 
off grand slam at 1:42 a.m. to beat 
the Marlins. In 2008, his walk-off 
homer gave the Nationals a win as 
they opened up their new stadium 
on the Anacostia waterfront. These 
were moments of magic.

But until Monday night, he had 
never sprayed champagne in the 
clubhouse, never poured a beer over 
a teammate’s head in celebration. 
When Washington clinched the 
National League East champion- 
ship, Zimmerman admitted he was 
in new territory as the team made 
its way to the clubhouse. 

“I didn’t know what to expect,” 
Zimmerman said. “I just went in 
there and did what everyone else 
did.” 

Outfielder Jayson Werth, a vet- 
eran of such postgame parties, 
tossed Zimmerman a pair of ski 
goggles. A little precaution to pro- 
tect the eyes from flying corks and 
erupting booze. 

“I think this is four, five, six 
— six for sure,” said Werth, who 
won four division titles with Phil- 
adelphia and one with Los Ange- 
les. “A guy like Ryan Zimmerman 
has never done it before.” 
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*Odds ... in My Favor’ 

Bryce Harper is 19 years old. Too 
young for alcohol, he celebrated in 
the clubhouse with Adam LaRo- 
che’s son, Drake. The two took 
turns pouring apple cider over 
each other’s heads. 

Harper, who has known pre- 
cious little failure in his life, says 
he aims to win a division tide every 
year, for a long time to come. 

“I want 20,” he said, only half 
in jest. “I can tell you right now, I 
want 20.” 

Zimmerman probably wanted 
that, too, once. 

In 2005, when he was a Septem- 
ber call-up, the Nationals won 81 
games. The season ended on a skid, 
but baseball was still new here and 
there was optimism, realistic or not. 
Six losing seasons followed. 

Still, as the last year of his con- 
tract approached, Zimmerman felt 
indebted to the organization, and 
this spring, he signed a contract 
extension, forgoing an opportuni- 
ty at free agency and instead com- 
mitting to the franchise through 
the 2019 season. 

“The odds were in my favor that 
I was going to win at some point 
here, right?” he said. “I love this 
town, obviously. They took a chance 
on me at a young age, they let me 
come right in and I guess put me 
right in the middle of it. For a team

to take a chance on me like that, I 
felt obligated and thought I should 
stay here and give them what they 
gave me, which is my career.” 

A shoulder injury put him on 
the disabled list in April and both- 
ered him for much of the first half 
of the season. Through 55 games, 
he was hitting .218 with three home 
runs. A cortisone injection on June 
24 seemed to turn things around. 
In the next 25 games, he hit .392 
with 11 home runs. He finished the 
regular season hitting .282 with 25 
home runs and 95 RBI. 

All Together Now 

As important as his own stellar 
season, is that he finally had a sup- 
porting cast to keep up with him. 
Werth, Harper, LaRoche, Michael 
Morse and Ian Desmond provided 



ample support in the lineup. Ste- 
phen Strasburg, Gio Gonzalez and 
Jordan Zimmermann became a 
dominant top of the rotation. 

Washington held first place 
since May 22.

The Red Sox thought Bobby Valentine would restore order to a coddled 
clubhouse that disintegrated during the 2011 pennant race.

Each year, the Gramercy part-

.com), to throw a massive Fourth 
of July celebration. Under a huge 
tent in the park between the two 
buildings, they serve up a full pic- 
nic spread: hot dogs, hamburgers. 


potato salad, etc. They provide beer 
and wine inside one of the build- 
ings for the over-21 crowd, and 
they bring in stilt walkers, a moon 
bounce and a face painter for the 
kids. “It’s almost like a country 
fair,” Smith says. 

Activities such as these help res- 
idents get to know one another and 
have even spawned friendships. At 
the poolside ice-cream social this 
summer, a group of women came 
up with the idea of starting a book 
club in the building. 

“These people had never met 
each other before,” Smith says. 
“They went to that ice-cream party 
and became friends. That’s when 
you know you’ve got a hit.” 

Social clubs are a huge part of 
the culture at RiverHouse (1400 
S. Joyce St., Arlington, 888-217- 
8530, Riverhouseapts.com), an 
apartment building about a mile 
down the road. 


“It can be difficult to meet 
new people in D.C., especially if 
you are not from this area,” says 
Assistant Resident Services Man- 
ager Jessica Fill. “Our clubs are a 
great platform for our residents to 
branch out.” 

RiverHouse now has four clubs: 
running (the most popular group 
with 80 members), cycling, tennis 
and stitch (i.e. needlework). Each 
club has a Eacebook page where 
members can find a tennis partner 
or schedule a jog or bike ride.

SNOBSWAP CO-FOUNDER, PASSION PURSUER 


D.C. native Elise Whang spent 
10 years as a fashionista masquer- 
ading as an attorney. In April, she 
traded in her stuffy gig for a more 
fitting role: Together with her 
sister, Emily Dang, she founded 
Snobswap.com, an online market- 
place of preowned designer cloth- 
ing. Similar to eBay — minus the 
bidding model and subpar selec- 
tion — the website puts discounted 
Louboutins and Birkin bags into 
the right hands. 

How does Snobswap work? 

Basically, you look in your clos- 
et and see clothing and accesso- 
ries you want to clean out. So you 
take a picture of an item, describe 
it and price it. You can also choose 
to list your item for swap so peo- 
ple can say, “Oh I have this pair 
of jeans or this shirt to swap [for 


your item].” You’ll find contempo- 
rary brands like Alice -i- Olivia and 
Alexander Wang plus classics like 
Chanel, Hermes and Gucci. 

Does it cost anything? 

There is a 10 percent seller’s fee. 
That’s very low compared to con- 
signment stores, which take any- 
thing from 40 to 50 percent. This is 
a nice alternative, and you can get 
more cash back. And it’s only one 
dollar to swap something. We want- 
ed to keep this very user-friendly 
and community-oriented. 

Do you control what ends up 
for sale on the site? 

We believe in letting the market- 
place decide what’s posted. We 
started out selling high-end design- 
er items that my sister and I post- 
ed. And then people started post- 


ing similar items. It’s been pretty 
consistent. 

What are some clothing items 
that might not sell very well? 

Probably fast-fashion items from 
H&M or Forever 21. Not to say 
they aren’t cute, but they probably 
wouldn’t fit in as well. Most peo- 
ple that come to the site are look- 
ing for designer names but are try- 
ing to save money. So if you were 
thinking of stores, I would say 
Nordstrom or higher would be a 
safe guideline.

Describe the Snobswap community. 

We have thousands of users, and 
it’s growing every day. I’m focus- 
ing my outreach in D.C., but my 
sister is in California, so she’s got 
the San Francisco market covered. 
We do plan on going into the New 
York market more aggressively in 
the next few months. 

Do you notice different types of 
items from different areas? 

I see a lot more funky items com- 
ing from New York. And in Califor- 
nia, I would say maybe more trendy 
dresses. In D.C., it’s actually pret- 
ty diverse, which is cool to see. It 
seems like people here are posting 
a lot of luxury items. 

What else will people find 
on the site? 

We’re really proud of our styl- 
ist blog. We’ve featured nation- 
ally known bloggers and [spot- 
lighted] street style in D.C.

It’s a perfectly acceptable setup, 
but from its first set piece — a low- 
octane chase through an Istanbul 
bazaar, followed by a weirdly muf- 
fled, awkwardly choreographed fist- 
fight — “Taken 2” possesses the per- 
functory mark-hitting of a movie 
more invested in going through the 
motions than raising its own bar. 
The spook-tested tricks and super- 
human powers of observation that 
Bryan trotted out in the first film 
are now played for maximum pre- 
posterousness, such as a laughable 
gambit involving hand grenades and 
eastward-blowing flags. 

By the time “Taken 2” stages a 
second, ludicrously conceived car 
chase, which leads to an equally 
absurd tableau of macho posturing, 
the entire enterprise feels as false 
and tidy as the tasteful drop of blood 
that adorns Bryan’s chin. When 
Neeson visited “The Daily Show” 
earlier this week, Jon Stewart asked 
if a “Taken 3” was in the works. The 
actor visibly recoiled, his hand slash- 
ing his throat in a “that’s enough” 
gesture, suggesting that the star 
is painfully aware that sometimes 
lightning should stay in the bottle.

Film Review 

“Taken,” about a former CIA oper- 
ative who uses his considerable 
brawn and brain to rescue his 
teenage daughter from a bunch of 
sadistic sex-trade traffickers, was 
a surprise hit in 2009. The nervy 
kid-in-jeopardy thriller opened 
quietly, chugging along to make 
a respectable $100 million-plus at 
the box office. 

The appeal of “Taken,” apart 
from its straightforward, unpreten- 
tious approach to otherwise pedes- 
trian material, was Liam Neeson. As 
“Taken” protagonist Bryan Mills, he 
infused an otherwise by-the-num- 
bers procedural with an ineffable, 
highly appealing blend of Celtic 
soul and 6-foot-4-inch heft. As an 
instantly S5mipathetic embodiment 
of paternal reassurance and alpha-

male ferocity, Neeson reinvigorated 
his career with “Taken,” embarking 
on a series of similarly pulpy thrill- 
ers (“Unknown,” “The Grey”) that 
seemed to surprise even him. You 
can’t blame Neeson, or the “Taken” 
producers, for trying to catch light- 
ning in a bottle again. 

What you can blame them for 
is “Taken 2,” a sequel every bit as 
clumsy, ham-handed, outlandish 
and laughable as the original was 
sleek, tough and efficient. “Taken 
2” finds Bryan back in Los Angeles, 
teaching his daughter Kim (Mag- 
gie Grace) to drive a n_d gazing wist- 



Undeniable ‘Beasts’ 

I’m not worried about the 
controversy that erupted among 
movie nerds this week when it was 
revealed that the cast of “Beasts of 
the Southern Wild" is ineligible for 
the Screen Actors Guild Awards. 
There's a simple reason behind SAG's 
ruling — the actors, most notably 
Quvenzhane Wallis 
and Dwight Henry, are 
not members of the 
actors’ union. People 
are freaking because 
the SAG Awards are 
often predictors of the 
Oscars, and Wallis 
and Henry deserve every award they 
(and a wagon) can carry. 

“Beasts" is one of the most 
amazing films I've seen in decades, 
and I have a bet with my editor about 
how many Oscars the film will take. 

(I get Berger Cookies if I win! And, 
consequently, possibly diabetes!) 

I’m not losing sleep over SAG being 
unable to acknowledge the film’s 
cast, and I'm not mad that it's 
because of a simple rule. Getting up in 
arms about it makes as much sense 
as me whining because I've never 
been nominated for the Pulitzer for 
investigative reporting. 

“Beasts" destroyed so many 
rules of filmmaking — untrained 
actors, a script that combines 
ancient mythological animals and 
hints about Hurricane Katrina, and 
a largely untested director pushing 
the boundaries of film. SAG's rule is 
seemingly the only one that “Beasts" 
can't break, but I'm positive Wallis and 
Henry will see success in the end.

(Zac Efron), who acts as gofer for 
Ward and Yardley. 

In the end, however, there’s 
not much mystery here. Not in the 
sense of anything that gets solved, 
at least, neatly or otherwise. There 
are, however, plenty of thrills and 
visceral pleasures to be had. It’s a 
movie that operates on a level that’s 
more glandular than cerebral. 

This is largely the result of Nicole 
Kidman’s central, barn-burning 
performance as Charlotte Bless, 
the trashy fiancee of the man whose 
innocence Ward and Yardley are

LAWLESS (R, no minutes) An inescap- 
able sense of “so what?” sets in early 
with “Lawless," almost as soon as Shia 
LaBeouf begins his Lackluster opening 
narration. In 1931, in Franklin County, 
Va., Jack Bondurant (LaBeouf) and his 
big brothers, Howard (Jason Clarke) and 
Forrest (Tom Hardy), divide their time 
between running the family’s general 
store and a Lucrative moonshine opera- 
tion.

Another man suddenly 
appears and — bLam! — Joe blows him 
away. He explains in a voice-over that his 
victim has come from the 2070s, when 
the mob uses time-traveling assassins 
Like Joe — called Loopers — to dispose 
of bodies that technicaLLy don’t exist. 
The mob bossof thefuturethen decides 
to “close the Loop" and sends the older 
version of the hit man back to be killed. 
That’s precisely what happensto Joe, who 
when he confronts hisoLder self— played 
by Bruce WiLLis— doesn’t quite carry out 
the orders as planned. The ethics of sav- 
ing the future by changing the past might 
be a time-worn theoretical question. But 
“Looper" brings it to Life with startling 
inventiveness and visual pizzazz, a.h. 
THE MASTER (R, 137 minutes) It’s the end 
of World War II and sailor Freddie (Joaquin 
Phoenix) hits the road, finally stowing 
away, drunk, on a party boat under the 
commandofLancasterDodd(PhiLipSey- 
mour Hoffman). Seeing that Freddie has 
been on a bender, he announces that the 
younger man is “aberrated," a disjointed 
state of being that Lancaster seeks to 
mend by way of his self-styled religion, 
the Cause. They enter an alternately 
symbiotic and dramaticaLLy dysfunctional 
relationship, observed from an intimate 
distance by Lancaster’s aLL-seeing wife,

9:00 fans waiting for the return 
of “Downton Abbey” can 
feast on a second helping of the 
revival of the PBS “Masterpiece” 
classic “Upstairs Downstairs ” It’s 
the kind of programming some 
watch for the plot, while others 
obsess about the frocks, furniture 
and wallpaper. 

The private lives and public fol- 
lies of the aristocratic class and its 
stoic servants unfold against the 
backdrop of gathering war clouds. 
It’s 1938, and Adolf Hitler is deter- 
mined to invade Czechoslovakia. 
Londoners are so certain of anoth- 
er world war that authorities issue 
gas masks as antiaircraft blimps 
float over a nervous city. 

This season’s “Upstairs,” while 
beautifully produced and flawless- 


ly performed, seems too caught up 
in the Great Sweep of History. Sir 
Hallam Holland (Ed Stoppard) is 
shown tr3dng to stop Prime Minis- 
ter Neville Chamberlain’s govern- 
ment from appeasing Hitler, and 
later the whole family embarks on 
a mission to rescue Jewish refugees 
from the Nazis. 

Meanwhile, as we learned last 
season, decadent fascist Lady Perse- 
phone Towyn (Claire Foy) is still 


caught up with Hitler’s inner cir- 
cle. It’s not that all this isn’t interest- 
ing, but you long for a nonideolog- 
ical squabble between maids. And
